ALL BRAND NEW MATERIAL. 


The following specifications are only general, so as to give prospective customers an idea of what we furnish. 
The Material List accompanying plans gives exact details,. size, style, quality and catalog numbers. 


GIRDERS AND BEAMS: All girders and beams, posts, etc., as shown on plans and called for by the List of Material, 
will be furnished of a No. 1 grade Southern Pine, square edge and sound, and of correct dimensions accord- 
ing to their requirements. 


JOISTS, RAFTERS, STUDDING, ETC.: The necessary quantity of studding, joists, rafters, bridging, ete., are 
furnished in No. 1 grade Southern Pine, in the correct lengths to work most economically and satisfactorily, 
and in the sizes to insure proper equalization of strength and symmetry, all to ‘e square edge and sound 
material, entirely suitable for the purposes intended. 


SHEATHING: For the roof, siding and floors we furnish square edge Southern Pine, Northern Stock Sheathing of a 
suitable grade, standard lengths and widths. Roof sheathing to lay with a spacing for shingles unless 
patent roofing is specified. Subflooring to be of sufficient quantity to cover all floors as specified in the 
Material List, and plans, as well as box sheathing for the entire outside of the house.

SHINGLES: To be Washington Red Cedar shingles, Extra Star A Star quality, or White Cedar shingles of the same

LATH: For the lath we furnish Regular Minnesota No. 1 Soft. Pine lath, 32 or 48 inches long as may be agreed upon. 


SIDING: For siding we furnish Beveled siding; also known as “Weatherboarding” or “Lap Siding,” 4x6, or $x4, in 
either clear Oregon Spruce or clear California Red Wood, “B”’ Red Cedar, or “C” ‘White Pine, Clear Cypr 
or Poplar, unless specified to the contrary in our bill of Material. 


FLOORING: For flooring we furnish Clear Georgia Pine finished flooring, for first and second floor, unless specified to 
the contrary on our Material List.

N our design No. 155 we illustrate a six room cottage with gambrel roof, in size 24 feet wide by 29 feet deep, not including porch 
measurement. There are four large rooms, pantry and closet on the first floor. ; .

By placing a sliding door across the driveway, the cattle may — 
be as completely separated from the horses as though they were in a separate building. If this division is made in 
the center of the building, this barn will accommodate 12 horses and 18 head of cattle, or if this arrangement is not — 
suitable for individual needs, one side of this barn may be turned into a corn crib and granary, and the other side 
used for stock.

N the above we illustrate a modern dairy barn designed along strictly sanitary lines. The foundation wall extends 12 inches above 

the stable floor, and is built up 12 inches higher between the studding and over the wall plate. In this way the building is not 

only securely anchored to the foundation, but all the wood is protected from contamination with manure liquids. The floor like- 

wise is of cement concrete finished in the rough: The mangers are also made of concrete, and are used for water troughs as well as 
feed mangers. They are so built that they slope slightly toward the middle of the barn, where a bell trap and overflow are connected 
to a waste pipe leading to the outside of the building to draw off the surplus water and drain the mangers. 

Fresh air is brought into the barn through vents shown on the end elevation on each side of the sliding doors, and conducted 
Brough a concrete flue built below the feed way floor the entire length of the building. Perforated covers are provided at convenient 
distances apart, through which the fresh air enters immediately in front of the stock, so that it is always pure. Slides are.placed on the 

- inside of the intake flue to regulate the supply. The foul air settles:to the bottom of the floor and passes out through ventilators placed 
in the wall in the rear of the cattle, and escapes between the inner lining and the siding, through the ventilators shown on the side eleva- 
tion.
